most agreeable to Mr. Thorn's feelings. The prno-

Savage, becauso, 
aiming at homicide, it saught to inflict a ponalty dis- 
proportion ale lo any offitiee far which challenges we're 
ordinarily given. UneieauhLr. because the result of a 
duel, whatever it might be, (stt wholly undecided the 
questions at issue between tho tiro antagonists. Both 
partios were here in tho wrong, for while Mr. Faithfull 
had committed a grave offence ngaiast the law of God 
and man in sending this cballeugs, Mr. Thorn 
had unquestionably given him eausa of offence. In- 
ttcad of ir.al.ii] |i the memory_ of their respective faihera 
ijt-jac of hickering nnd animosity, they ought lo be

There 
hnsbeeu very littlo nllnrnlioii here since I jurived. but 
tlio weather nas decidedly improved, nltheiighthe sharp 
froota of the inominga arc anything but pleasant- We 
hud one half dny'o heavy rain nnd vriiill last Monday, 
which has again saturatou* tho roads : and 1 am told 
by carricra who hare been Elxtcon yeaTs on tho road 
that they never knew them so bad a!r at pmscnt.

£7cocllencjr, conveying his opinion as to the expedi- 
ency of tho moasnra to tho eleoretsry 
of rotate. The principal grounds on 
which the Governor- General is unfavourable 
to the separation of Moretun Day si nreaent arc, fVrsti 
the cool psratii'ely small extent io which the Saruntteni 
have avniled themselves of their prc-cmptivo rights, by 
which means the powers of [he Government would bo 
vested, in n groat mensure Id the hands Of men liavinc; 
little Oi no pemiarlont interest in the country ; and 
secondly, that as by fjtt the greater rioriion of the un- 
alienated public lands are situated in tha Northern 
Districts, their separation from New South Wales 
would place in tlie hands of A comparatively Small 
** Limber of people the control ever the whole capital of 

the colony. On these grOunda, principally, arid also 

lit the belief that some kind of municipal organisation 
would shortly be introduced hy which most of the 
benefits of a distinct and separate Government would 
be conferred on tlio people of the Northern Districts, 
without entailing upon Uicm the expensive machinery 
■)[ . a distinct QoveTntuent, tlio Uovrmar- 
General decidedly tliinks that tho separation 
ef .Mereton Bay -Would, at oil events nl tho 
present time, bo both Inexpedient and 
unwise. His Excellency in one part of his despatch 
snyn, that tho expediency of separation irsa first sdvo- 
eated with a view of Inrfoeing tho Oevernment to send 
a supply of convict labour to this part of tho colony. 
Thla la true, no doubt, as regards, ono portion of the 
population, hul there was alao a pretty numcroua and 
most persevering party who al nays repudiated Bach an 
adjunct, and petitioned far separation without nny 
such condition. Frem ike the terms of tho despatch, 
it would he Inferred that the Hading papulation ef 
Briibtine and Ipswich had joined tho hat of pctidetters 
at noron nubseajucnt period of the movement, -nhcrcas 
the fact ia that thoy took a -very active part in it fram 
lha commencement. It is nlso 1 belie v. ascribing un- 
just motives to tlio inhabitants of the two towns to 
that the probable inducement which has cam 
them to apply for separation from New Sonlb Walcl, 
is llio prospect ef a largo local expenditure, 
The majority, I aineercly believe, are actuated 
by feelings of a much moro commendable noture than 
are here imputed to them. If any faith is to be placed 
in promisee the appearance of these despatches in print 
■will bo tho aignal for reocwed efforts on tho part of the 
More Ion Bay people for the achievement of that oojeet 
on which they have let their liearu. 

The re-bulliling of St. John's r-chool houan ia com- 
pleted, nnd it was opened for the reception of the 
scholars on Monday last. It is a neat and all recti eo 
edifice, although ns is loo frequently the esse In ■imi- 
lar undertaking., the plan has not been fidly carried 
out owing to a lack of funds.

It is 
alao irtUJtidcd, I believe, lo build a small place of wor- 
ship iu rarlilede Valley, for the use of 
member. ofthcOhutth of England living in tbut lo- 
cality, provided they show a decided appreciation 
of such a convenience. A site nna been 
obtained, and funds for tho purpose, from what I have 
been informed, would not be wantin [J. The Bishop or 
hTnwoo.tle is oipeblcd lo rail ihti psri of hiB diocese 
sometime next month, for the purpose of BajniniatcruiB; 
the rite of Confirmation.

THE ABOLITION OF fJHUllCn.RATES- BELL, 
Os Tuesday, eth May, the delegates to the S.ji : y for 
tho Libiratinn of Ilolifrion, held their annual i in- 
ference at the Oity Df London Tavern. About 400 
delegates wore present, from all parts of the Kingdom, 
After somo preliminary business hurl Icon Iran, 
nested, tho Rev, 1. lWard Ilinton proposed the 
following resolution ;— >' Tlut this Conference rcirnids 
with groat hipc fulness tho increasing number of 
parishes in -which tlio imposition of church-rates ia 
successfully- resisted, or the enferoement nf thtun is 
cbalidmind, and approves Of lite atens tlthcn forpTunio- 
tinjr parochial agitation on tbo subject ; and that tiio 
decision of the Executive flsnnniittee in respect, 
to tho Hjuendmcnts . on thc EtU. of Sir "tVill [urn 
Clay, proposed by her Majesty's Government, 
meets the concurrence of tllu Conference." There 
wero bou.o bhvioua reasons for accepting the Govern- 
ment nmendmonta. 'It iras something tD liavc 
hroiigtit the Government so far, and as an httitlldc of 
TBsistenco would ho ungmoefnl — not to Bay ungrtltcful 
—it would bo better, if it rjiieht be conscientiously, Co 
abstain frpm iniistnnce, Tlie pluftiseology of thc 
nmendmenta certainly required, ' nnrl might rcctrfvo, 
nrecndiucnd. But it wna objected, on prilicinlc, that 
we ought to go for the entire abolition of Church- 
rates.

I t woe ohieatcd, 
that tbo 'persons thus exempted would ha™ no further 



right of interference with Ohiircli affairs. Well, wis 
not that just? Did they not oil wish tn abstain from 
interference in the concerns of tho Episcopalians ? 
(A Delegate: " Other moncya,*') Ho understood that 
phrase to apply to moneys voted in vestry, or Other- 
wise obtained, exclusively for Church purposes:, 
Ho did not know to what » other moneys 1 ' tl could 
apply. Ho did not think thoy need bo afraid 
of that; but if any one could point out any possible 
danger in tint form of words, ho would go for thc 
removol of the danger. It was also said that, by ac- 
cepting this relief !>ar ourselves wu bound the burden 
faster on churchmen. Surely not ! We relieved them, 
through half tho country, of nil liability whatever, and 
relieved them, wherever they could combine with <Us- 
acntcrs, to twice refuBC thc rate. In the warat ense of 
nil, they were in no worse position than before— nay, 
they irero in a much belter position, for tltoy had the 
option of obtaininr; relief by caminjr out ofthe Estab. 
1 Uhtn out— which iva-i j us t wh nt wo wanted. { A 1 au ah.) 
Hs feared Sir William Olny would bo separated from 
them if thoy rejected tlto nmendmenta. 
After u few words from Mr. llolls, of Banbury, 
Alderman Harrison of "WukcELold, took his stand 
againat these omondtriErnts upon the ground that no 
Qovemnionc, no House of Commons, could grant him 
toleration, or exemption from any burden. Ha had a 
Tight to stand in thc sumo position aft the Churchman. 
Tic had hnd the pr ivilege, or the hardship, which ever 
they might consider it. of havings his goods token for 
church-rates ; and he felt no gratitude to Government 
for proposing to exempt him from it in future. They 
were onlv willing to take off tho rata now that they 
could keep it on no longer. Instead of enlarging tho 
number of ^f^ncomfornihits.it would reduce thorn, and 
s very pretty little company they would iBlke In thena.1 
Census tables, If tho.tJovorninerit wonld give them 
notltias better than this bill, or If they lost it. lot 
them go on as hefora for nnother seven or ovsn tan 
years. , . • 

Sir. roster said, if lie could see. in thn scope of the 
Government amendments, anything to hotp him to- 
werds their entire abolition, ho would accept 
there, Belnj; tn communication wllh their 
friends in all parts of the country, 
-knowing the skill withwhioh thc parson was every- 
where now met in vestry meeting,— and knowing, 
too, thc extreme ignorance ofthe Won tho other side. 
- he "had no hesitation in saying, that, itndBr this bill, 
and with thc aid of two or three olficiciit gentlemen, ho 
would not leave twenty parishes under a chureh.rstc in 
nil the country, two or three years hence. (Cheers.) 
Tho census showed— not ihat thoy were in a minority, 
thoy did not want any such nonsense as that to be be- 
lieved,— but that in every parish they hnd two or thteo 
clear-headed, standfast men, who could keep their 
senses through thc turmoil of n vcutrv ; and that was 
neorlynil they wanted to enny and" to keep an antl- 
ohuroh-rnte resolution. As to the amendments they 
were alt so much nfraid of— touching; the control of 
parish funds— it was within His knowledge, that it had 
been brought to the attention 0? tnc gentleman who 
draws tho Government bills ; end- that tile words 
" other moneys" were intended to apply only to such 
funds as would be loyally applicable to tho repair ofthe 
fabric. Thoy would embrace church-rates, voluntary 
Buhscriptions. and money loft for tho purposes of the 
church-rale.

Brave, men right battles, sagacious men draw np 
treaties, You must havo a basia of negotiations " 
and then you must havo thu words in which 
thc principles of that basis shall be initialed. How, 
I don't think we have taken, in this discussion, 
a sufficiently Inrge and practical view of our 
position and aims. "We havo to look, not simply 
at what ia convenient for the present, or what in itself 
would be a complete triumph, but at what is, in our 
judgment, thc hest course on the whole; and not aim- 
ply for the abolition or church- rates, hut for thc libe- 
ration of religion. I will tako Lt ns put by the last 
gentleman who spoke. Supposing we get this hill,

(Hear, hear.) Churchmen themselves will begin to 
ask which is the more convenient, which the j lister 
form, hi which to raise the money among ourselves.

over waicn it will be impossible for them, 
to letruit, yife don't think that they ndviuioc far 
enough ; but, when they havo advanced further than we 
evricctcd, it will sureiy be good strategy to prevent 
their retreat, 1 "We sholl In future be able to make use 
of this leverage to push them further on.

COSraTAKTINOPLI! AS IT IS. - 
A basTi.rjiAy wlo rlsltcd tho Turkish oapital bo re- 
eootly nstho 3rd of April, sonds-his impressions ol it

greasy, too, that if two persons cell stagger side by 
aide together, the one is sure to bespatter the Athet t 
while Hie woollen houses, like old Drauge-boites and 
coal sheds hang- over your head all but supporting 
each other— raw efiluvia everywhere. "When you 
enter a ntrcet, it holds its tortuous way for aticfl a 
tirno that there is no escape. If yen liccp looking nt 
your i'eat, n strung fellow wLtlvn eodille en his rump 
coming half-beut- with half a log of wood on Ids back, 
ot another will a hundredweight of iron bars, may" go' 
right through you before yen are aware, or another 
with an immense burthen of Lories will entirely cram 
the street from side to side", qr a regiment of eauiels 
Willi enormous burthens, cause you to spring Into tlie 
first open door you see. and stand trembling till they- 
pass! £ lad read of this place, I' had formed a bad 
opinion of it, I Ind been told not to go ashore; but 
what I lave seen by doing so utterly beggars ell 
description, and Tar exceeded my worst Anticipations. 

Nothing has been done to improve tho sanitary con- 
dition of alnmleul since time immemorial. No on. 
seems to improve any place. All sit oroas-leajged 
aniDkltie; two-yord-loag pipes at their shop entrance, 
which is neither a door nor a window, but a sort of 
platform, that closes down at night liken trop-doot to 
a cellar. The Bazaar is also a sort of Ucrcukncum, 
dark, and covered over with roofs, of some kind or 
other, supported by thcmsarius of irregular pillars, 
wlilethu countless intersecting Tnnes insido are also. . 
mud aud tilth gutters, and tho miles of shops, as before 
said, ore beites of the most St. Giles' -like holes, even 
whcro thc moat fanciful articles arc paraded for side. 
Wo doubt there may be aomc places farther on, or out 
of town, that may be tolerable, nay, even grand, but 
how can yciu reach them through such an ordeal ? 
Besides, overy place Is infested, with semi-mod dDgs, 
llitit belong to nobody. They inay ba yolept thc Bea. 
venjers ofthe city ; fer os tie rata havo no place of 
abode — there being no subterranean dwellings — they 
also den among tho mud, and these dogs are preserved 
te destroy them. 

I lived on board my ship tlto six days I was hero, 
fori would not tread the streets of such a place at 
night, It would ba ns much' ns a Scotchman a life ia 
worth, ns there is neither olcnnlinesa, godliness, order, 
nor light. They are. worshippers of tlio false prophet, 
Mahomet — and a pretty example of decency, poly- 
gamy, deceit, and dittiueBS he has left thorn. Yet, In 
their moaquei whieh I have visited, Ihsy acrcamjaiit 
All with such tortuous music, that ona rather pities, 
than laughs at tl'em. One . other fault with, the 
Indolent ignorant hoolieu, thnt have east us est 
much money in war— (I hope, however, only with 
an eye to our own protection or aDgrandlsoencnt)-4s 
the state to which they have reduced woman, aud pro- 
vented her advancement in the social aaalc. Not 
having soon the inmates of the Sultan's Inrerrjs, I can . 
say nothing of them ; but 1 haw seen those of others, 
anr] a very painful picture they present, I lurcr, ucem 
a eunuch, with a stick, muching/ out as many its a 
iaisen women to give them an airing, for his master, as 
a gamekeeper da oa dogs. All is modelled upon the 
silent system, and they follow their loader in. aileneie. . 
In a dDaan or so there will ha black and white, tall 
"and little, thick and thin, young and old, avid ho who 
can- koep ' most af those fashionable slaves is tha - 
greater gentleman. This Is nnother part of their pro- 
phet's Koran, . ■ Coleridge was once naked 
if ho beloved in ghosts, and answerer!, ,f I have 
seen too many to believe in them." In like manner, 
have seen too many ; for ai] women hero go along with 
faeea tledupinaivadilling clothca, and robes round them 
with their foot stuck in lo.isti yellowboDts, and they walk 
ajlsloiV ha tt funeral. Wherever you see n woman 
approaching, she comes like a living eoipse, with 
two eyas, like black spectacles, looking through her 
white vizier. 

No wander Hurt we entered on tho war, when tho 
Crimen is but 2+ hours' sail from Constantinople, and 
the mast eligible port fbr either the Hussions or any 
other nation except tho Turks. i. 

Talking af Mahometans, we have just arriTorl tn 
Egypt (AIcMnridTia), with nbovo 400 of thcin, thai we 
gathered at Constantinople and Bmyma, going ona 
pilgrimage to lis tomb at Mecca— prior-deluded': mor- 
tals '—all ftae, strong-bearded, and li.rbnn'd men, 
some very old, but so alothful.and inactive In mind, 
that many sat for whole days together/ witliont open- 
ing an oyo to Goencry, or using any othe' r muscles than 
those which merely dlled und smoked their pipes. 
For rive days no one changed his cloches, or washed 
himself, day or night [ httl I suppose they never give 
themselves so much trouble, at least Lt did not . appear 
they felt uneasy. 

Trra Brsiior oy GtooczsTEli am Bnis-roi..— The 
death of tho Right Rev, Dr, Jamea Henry Monk, 
Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol, took place on the 
7th .Tune. Thc right rav. prolate, who was 7S years

Dr. Monk was prebcrAlary of Weatm Ineter, nnd we* 
consecralod in 1830 to tho see at Gloucester, whieh, 
upon the demise of Dr. Gray, Bishop of Bristol, had. 
the last-named see combined with it, whereby »r. 
Monk become Bishop of Gloucester nnd Bristol, The 
right rev. prolate wns formerly Regius ^rofesaor K'i 
Greek, at thc University of Ojtfqrd, He was accounted 
it Greek sololer of great eminence, and was a trauala- 
tor and editor of eome of Iho oitl Greek poets, 

Tlio Sunday-band question appears to have subsided 
into a compromise.
